No Censorship For Us 
The Presidential order permitting civilian Federal 
agencies to mark documents “top secret” is an instance 
of the well-intentioned type of blunder: g that leads to 
totalitarianism. 


The first fruit of the order was an announcement that 
anything which embarrasses the OPS is “security infor- 
nation” 
not to be published. The OPS announcement 
w«* rescinded, but it points up one of the dangers of 
censorship. 


The President says lie issued the secrecy order because 
nrwsparers and magazines had published 85% of the 
nation’s secrets. But reporters at Mr. Truman’s press 
conference showed him that these so-called “secrets” 
had been handed out by agencies already authorized to 
prevent publication. 


This points up another basic face— that governmental 
agencies are only too eager to publicize anything credit- 
able to themselves or favorable to their propaganda pur- 
poses. If an agency wishes t give itself a pat on the back,1 
or to scare thepublie, it seeks publicity. On the other 
hand, if information tends to discredit the bureaucrats,' 
the tendency is to mark it “top secret” on the ground' 
that publication would advertise weakness. 
Guard essential secrets is a difficult task— not to he 
accomphshed hy giving every petty bureaucrat the right 
to set up censorship.

m atch the amount of nitrogen avail­ 
able when the ears are shooting. 
This is its insurance for seed an­ 
other year. 
When nitrogen is lacking the mid­ 
dle of the leaf turns yellow and dies. 
Signs of nitrogen starvation can 
show on the com any time from the 
knee-high stage to maturity. Early 
hint* are skinny stalks and pale 
green leaves. “Firing” of the lower 
leaves is another sign, although it is 
often mistakenly blamed on drouth. 
You can add more nitrogen for 
your corn in three ways: (1) By 
having more well-fertilized deep- 
rooted legumes in the rotation; (2) 
By using more manure; (3) By us­ 
ing fertilizer carrying nitrogen. The 
point to remember is that no matter 
how much nitrogen the com gets, it 
cannot build strong roots and stalks 
and fill out kernels unless It has 
plenty of phosphate and potash, too. 
Besides adding nitrogen, well-fed 
deep-rooted legumes such as alfalfa 
and sweet clover unlock tightly 
packed clay soils below the plow 
layer and let air and water in.

On June 15, 1950, an Emergency Board 
appointed by the President under the 
terms of the Railway Labor Act—an Act 
largely fathered by the unions themselves 
—made its recommendations on certain 
wage and working conditions ("rules” in 
railroad language) which had been in dis­ 
pute between employes and the railroads. 
More Than 90% of Employes Accept 
Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have been 
accepted by about 1,200,000 railroad em­ 
ployes—more than 90% of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 
Less Than 10% Refuse 
But three unions—with about 130,000 
men, or less than 10% of the total—have 
refused to accept, even after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and the Order of Railway 
Conductors. These are three of the so­ 
called "operating” unions. Already the 
highest paid men in the industry, their 
leaders demand still further advantages 
over other workers. 
In all, there are about 270,000 operating 
employes. But not all of them, by any 
means, are represented by BLE, BLF&E, 
or ORC. As a matter of fact, less than 
half—132,000 to be exact—are in these 
three unions. More than half—about 
140,000—are in other unions, principally 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140,000 op­ 
erating employes are working under wages 
and rules which the leaders of the other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 
What Do the Railroads Offer? 
They offer these three unions the same 
settlement which was contained in a Mem­ 
orandum of Agreement signed at the White 
House on December 21, 1950, by four 
brotherhoods and the railroads. Later 
these brotherhoods sought to renudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25,1951, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad T rainman signed 
a complete agreement carrying out the 


Yes, it certainly seems to be finally about time that the leaders of the three unions stop their 


delaying tactics—their quibbling. But the leaders of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 


the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, and the Order of Railway Conductors 


continue to refuse. They continue a course of dillying and dallying. It is definitely time t o 


principles of the Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 
What About Wages? 
Under the terms of the agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen and conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of $.34 
an hour ($2.72 a day) and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be re­ 
ceiving an increase of 19)^ cents an hour 
($1.56 per day). Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree­ 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 
What About “Cost of Living” Increases? 
The White House Agreement includes an 
"escalator” clause under which wages will 
be geared to changes in the Government’s 
cost-of-living index. Two such increases 
—Apriland July, 1951—havealready been 
paid to the 90% of railroad employes cov­ 
ered by signed agreements. 
What About the 40-Hour Week? 
The White House Agreement calls for the 
establishment of the 40-hour week in prin­ 
ciple, for employes in yard service. The 
employes can have it any time after Jan­ 
uary I, 1952, provided the manpower sit­ 
uation is such that the railroads can get 
enough men to perform the work with 
reasonable regularity at straight time 
rates. If the parties do not agree on the 
question of availability of manpower, the 
White House Agreement provides arbitra­ 
tion by arefereeappointed by the President. 
What Else Do the Union 
Leaders Demand? 
The continued quibbling of the leaders of 
the three unions has to do principally with 


rules changes, which have already been 
agreed to by the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. Of these, the principal one 
seems to be that having to do with so­ 
called "interdivisional service” —runs 
which take in two or more seniority dis­ 
tricts. 
The union leaders would bar piogress 
and efficiency in the industry, and better 
service to the public, by maintaining a 
situation where they can arbitrarily stop 
a railroad from establishing such inter- 
divisional runs. The carriers propose that 
if a railroad wishes to set up an inter- 
divisional run, the railroad and the unions 
should try to agree on such run and the 
conditions which should surround its es­ 
tablishment, and if the railroad and the 
unions can’t agree, the matter will be sub­ 
mitted to arbitration. 
But the three union leaders still refuse. 


Rules Can Be Arbitrated 
The railroads have not only offered these 
three unions the same rules agreed to by 
the BRT and covered by the White House 
Agreement, but have even agreed to sub­ 
mit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 
With the pattern so firmly established in 
the railroad industry, it seems fair to sug­ 
gest that the leaders of BLE, BLF&E, 
and ORC stop their quibbling and take 
action to make the railroad labor picture 
100% complete. Certainly today’s eco­ 
nomic and international situation calls for 
a united front. And certainly no good rea­ 
son has been advanced why those three 
unions should be preferred over all other 
railroad employes.

Q . Why is iron and steel scrap a 
matter of importance to farmers ? 
A. Steel for our Country's defense 
program and civilian economy is being 
produced at the highest annual rote 
ever . . . ond this will be greatly in­ 
creased in 1952. Form m achinery and 
equipment needs must come from this 
over-oll supply. As steel production in­ 
creases the need for scrap increases. 


Q. How does scrap figure in the 
production of steel ? 
A. One pound of scrap is needed to 
make two pounds of steel. 


proximately 2 tons of iron ore, I ton of 
coal, nearly '/i ton of limestone and 


many other vital natural resources— to 


say nothing of transportation facilities. 
Besides, there ore not enough blast 


furnaces to produce the iron needed to 
maintain production. 


Q. How can more scrap be fur­ 
nished? 


O . I* scrap getting scarce? 
A. Yes, the supply of scrap at the steel 
mills and foundries is not increasing fast 
enough to meet the needs of expand­ 
ing steel production. Yet, there ore 
millions of tons of idle iron and steel 
scrap, in small amounts,on farmslhrough- 
out the country. 


A. By everybody pitching in— as we 
always do in every emergency— and 
searching out all possible sources of 


scrap. Manufacturers of all kinds of 


products are conducting scrap drives. 
Old ships are being salvaged ... scrap 


is being obtained from countless sources 
including farms. 


Q . What should be done with form 
•crop? 


A. See that every bit of scrap gets to 
the scrap dealer located nearest to 


you. He will break it up into sizes used 


by the steel mills ond foundries. He’ll 
classify the metals then ship the scrap 


in carload lots. lf you do not know the 


name of your local scrap dealer, con­ 
sult your local implement dealer for 
this information. 


Q . What if tho needed scrap isn't 
obtained ? 
A. That will mean a serious loss of 
steel production... fewer products will 
be made of steel. It will moan more 
shortages of civilian products. Defense 
needs come first.

Q . What else can I do about farm 
scrap? 


A . Support the scrap drive organized 
in your locality. Work with your local 


Scrap Mobilization Committee in get­ 
ting the scrap started back to the steel 
mills and foundries through the local 
scrap dealer.

A “face-lifting” for old, rundown, 
weedy permanent pastbres is rec­ 
ommended by Purdue University 
agronomists. A good renovation pro­ 
gram supported by liming and the 
use of commercial fertilizer can 
bring a pasture back to lush, vigor­ 
ous production, they say. It can dou­ 
ble the pasture’s carrying capacity 
and improve the quality of the herb­ 
age.

limestone and for nitrogen, phos­ 
phate and potash fertilizer. 
Making a new seedbed on an old 
sod can be satisfactorily done with 
a disc harrow or field cultivator, 
the agronomists say. The operation 
can be eased considerably by work­ 
ing the soil in one direction and then 
working it crosswise. 
Timothy and smooth brome grass 
are excellent for supplementing blue 
grass. How much these grasses in­ 
crease pasture output depends on 
the legumes used in the mixture and 
the amount and analysis of ferti­ 
lizer. The agronomists say that a 
good seed mixture should contain 
two pounds of red clover, three 
pounds of broadleaf trefoil and a 
quarter pound of Ladino clover. 
The Purdue agronomists stress 
that a good application of commer­ 
cial fertilizer is essential in pasture 
renovation. They recommend using 
400 pounds per acre of 0-20-10 or 
0-20-0 fertilizer at seeding time. The 
phosphate 
and 
potash 
fertilizer 
helps get the new seeding off to a 
good start, and supplies the nutri­ 
ents the legumes need most.

95 Percent of Farm 
Homes Have Electricity 
With almost 95 per cent of today’s 
farm homes now having electricity 
—an increase of more than 50 per 
cent in IO years—farmers today are 
running the city cousins a close race 
in equipping their places with every 
thing from toasters and trimmers 
to thermostats and television. 
A recent study of the buying hab­ 
its of the American farmer showed 
that electric ranges, dishwashers, 
refrigerators, 
laundry equipment, 
clothes dryers and toasters, and 
automatic heating systems were be­ 
coming standard items in most 
homes served by rural electrifica­ 
tion systems. More than 100,000 
families 
installed 
thermostat-con­ 
trolled heating systems from 1947 
through 1949. 
The study also indicated a close 
relationship between electrification 
and general home improvement on 
farms. For example, approximately 
$10,000,000 was spent from July 
1947, to December, 1948, alone for 
farm-home modernization. 
Approximately 4,900,000 of the 
5,200,000 occupied farms and almost 
15,000,000 of the 
occupied rural 
dwelling will soon have electricity.
